Daniel Agger headed home 
the only goal of the game two 
minutes before half time to 
give the Reds victory at 
Anfield. 

Liverpool were totally domi¬ 
nant in the first half and could 
have been more than one up at 
half time but the second period 
was much more even, albeit 
that Saints didn’t create a clear 
cut chance throughout. 

Rickie Lambert was making a 
first visit as a player to 
Liverpool, the club he support¬ 
ed as a boy, and took the first 
opportunity to get in a shot 
towards The Kop as, after just 
three minutes, he sliced a right

Adkins stuck by the 20-year- 
old and handed him another 
start. 






footed effort from 30 yards out 
that curled wide. 

Liverpool had a first sight of 
goal on nine minutes when 
Jose Fonte’s header fell to 
Jonjo Shelvey on the edge of 
the area but he volleyed into 
the ground, which removed all 
power and made it easy for 
Paulo Gazzaniga. 

Moments later Glen Johnson 
could only help the ball across 
the six-yard box after being 
found by Luis Suarez’s low 
near post cross. 

Liverpool were keeping the 
Saints defence on their toes 
with Shelvey and Raheem 
Sterling often switching wings. 

Saints had come under short 
spells of pressure and hadn’t 
created much but would have 
been pretty happy with their 
start to a tough game as they 
restricted Liverpool and dealt 
with the danger when they 
threatened to break through. 

Another example of that 
came on 20 minutes when 
Steven Gerrard pulled the trig¬ 
ger for the first time but 
Morgan Schneiderlin was 
^ there to block his goal 
bound effort. 

Gerrard had another go 
two minutes later after 
Suarez’s lay off on the 
edge of the area but 
slashed wide. 

Johnson tried his 
luck moments later 
is he cut in from 
the right and hit a 
left footed shot 
that Gazzaniga 
was able to gath¬ 
er at the near post. 

Liverpool were turning the 
screw on Saints a little and the 
young stopper had to be sharp 
to get down to his right to push 
out a shot from Shelvey. 

Gazzaniga was in action 
again on 26 minutes, this time

blocking low down from Suarez 
after a one two with Joe Allen. 

The Uruguayan was appealing 
for a penalty as Jack Cork had 
tugged at his shorts as he strove 
to get to the ball but the referee 
was unmoved. 

Saints were lucky to get away 
without conceding on the half 
hour mark as a long kick from 
Pepe Reina and a weak header 
from Fonte saw Suarez closing 
in. 

Gazzaniga was able to just block 
and the ball bounced off Maya 
Yoshida and went wide. 

Shortly afterwards Gazzaniga 
was warned for time wasting 
with the Anfield crowd on his 
back for how long he was spend¬ 
ing over taking goal kicks. 

Lambert had a rare effort for 
Saints, fizzing a free kick just 
wide before Liverpool came even 
closer. 

Shelvey unleashed a pile driver 
of a swerving right footed shot 
which beat Gazzaniga but 
smashed against the inside of the 
post and came back out. 

Liverpool were left wondering if 
their dominance was ever going 
to pay off when Suarez hit the bar 
from a free kick just outside the 
area on the right side. 

But they did in the follow up. 

Johnson picked up the ball on 
the right, cut onto his left foot 
and crossed to the penalty spot 
where Daniel Agger was 
unmarked and steered a fine 
header into the top corner for 1-0 
two minutes before half time. 

Lambert tried an audacious 40- 
yard shot which Reina was alert 
to turn behind before half time 
but when the whistle went Saints 
were just one down. 

Saints started the second half 
with a bit of purpose and Jason 
Puncheon saw an early shot 
deflected behind. 

But the game died a bit of a 
death. 

The goal had taken away 
Liverpool’s urgency. Saints were 
in the game more but still 
restricted to shots from distance 
rather than really creating any¬ 
thing particularly threatening. 

Liverpool were certainly not 
playing to the level at which they 
were in the first half but knew 
another goal would seal the win, 
but failure to get it could lead to a 
nervy finale. 


Jose Enrique almost got 
through on 68 minutes but was 
stopped by a late block from Luke 
Shaw. 

Liverpool made their first 
change a minute later with 
Jordan Henderson replacing Joe 
Allen. 

Saints responded with Steven 
Davis coming on for Cork. 

Martin Skrtel was first to meet 
a Shelvey corner on 74 minutes 
but flicked his header across goal 
and wide. 

Enrique let fly on 77 minutes 
with a shot from the left side of 
the area that forced Gazzaniga to 
stay strong at the near post to 
save for really the first time in 
the half. 

Saints made a second switch 
moments later with Jay 
Rodriguez on for Puncheon. 

Gerrard got to the by-line and 
cut back a cross that went just 
over - but the linesman had spot¬ 


ted Suarez had used his hand and 
he was duly booked. 

As the game moved into the 
final ten minutes the challenge 
for Saints was to create a first 
good chance of the game - and 
take it. 

It was in fact Gazzaniga who 
had the next save to make, get¬ 
ting down to his right to save 
from Enrique’s low 20 yard drive 
with Yoshida there to mop up. 

Liverpool made a late change to 
try and ensure they held on to the 
three points with Jamie 
Carragher coming on for Lucas. 

Suarez had one last chance for 
Liverpool in stoppage time but he 
dragged his shot across goal wide 
of the far post before Gerrard got 
a late booking for a foul on 
Rodriguez. 

None of that really mattered 
though as when the final whistle 
went it was Liverpool who had 
secured the three points.

Saints game 
plan fails 
to pay off 

NIGEL Nigel Adkins said Saints 
stuck to the game plan at Liv¬ 
erpool - but just couldn’t get a 
goal to get something out of it. 

Daniel Agger’s header two 
minutes before half time proved 
to be the difference between 
the sides but Saints never really 
created a chance. 

“Obviously we’re disappointed 
in respect that we haven’t got 
anything from the game,” said 
Adkins. 

“We’ve come away from home 
on a good run of form of late 
and I think it’s fair to say that 
Liverpool’s movement was very 
good and we couldn’t get a grip 
of the football. 

“We conceded a goal just on 
half time and if we could have 
got to half time at 0-0 that 
would have been really pleas¬ 
ing. 

“It was a free header in the 
penalty area that gave them a 
1-0 lead. 

“We’ve come away from home 
and adapted because we’re an 
attack minded side, we didn’t 
have anywhere near as much 
possession of the ball as we 
normally do and that’s probably 
credit to Liverpool in that 
respect. 

“We had to adapt our shape 
to make sure we stayed in the 
game and play on the counter 
until the last 10-15 minutes and 
give ourselves an opportunity to 
press it and see if we can get 
something from it.”

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Cherries on 
the cup trail 

■ FA CUP 

CHERRIES booked their place in 
the third round of the FA Cup for 
the first time in eight years with 
victory over Carlisle today. 

Goals from Wes Fogden, Eunan 
O’Kane and Marc Pugh eased 
Eddie Howe’s men to a comfort¬ 
able victory at Brunton Park with 
Mark Beck replying for the hosts. 

Fogden, O’Kane, Shwan Jalal, 
Steve Cook and Brett Pitman 
were drafted in as boss Howe 
made no fewer than five changes 
to the Cherries starting line-up. 

Goalkeeper Jalal replaced David 
James, who was rested, while 
defender Cook came in for skip¬ 
per Miles Addison, who was ruled 
out due to injury. 

O’Kane came in for suspended 
Harry Arter in central midfield and 
Fogden and Pitman replaced 
Josh McQuoid and Matt Tubbs, 
who both dropped to the bench. 

Jalal pulled off an early double 
save to prevent Matty Robson 
from firing the Cumbrians ahead, 
the Cherries goalkeeper thwarting 
the midfielder at his near post. 

Robson then failed to hit the tar¬ 
get with the goal gaping from 10 
yards before Jalal gathered a 
swerving free-kick from Dave 
Symington. 

Cherries opened the scoring on 
30 minutes when Fogden took 
aim from the edge of the box, his 
strike appearing to take a deflec¬ 
tion to deceive Carlisle goalkeep¬ 
er Adam Collin. 

O’Kane quickly doubled 
Cherries’ lead, blasting home an 
unstoppable right-foot drive fol¬ 
lowing good work from Marc 
Pugh and Fogden. 

Chances were at a premium in 
the second half, with Lewis 
Grabban seeing an effort blocked 
after 55 minutes. 

Beck threw Carlisle a lifeline 
when he climbed at the far post 
to head home a Jon Paul 
McGovern free-kick in the 72nd 
minute after Jalal failed to gather. 

But Jalal atoned when he dived 
full length to his left to keep out 
Beck’s low drive. 

However, man of the match 
Pugh deservedly had the last 
word when he completed the 
scoring from close range follow¬ 
ing a cross from Simon Francis. 



SAINTS’ return to the Premier 
League has not been without its 
downside for the club’s sup¬ 
porters. 

The joy of promotion inevitably 
means increased ticket prices, as 
well as two new kits to be tempted 
with and a lot more losing than the 
fans have been used to for the pre¬ 
vious three seasons. 

But there are many great points to 
possessing a place in England’s top 
flight. 

Visiting Anfield, the home of 
Liverpool, is one of those. 

It has been almost eight years 
since Saints were last able to make 
the trip to this grand and famous 
old theatre of football. 

The stadium may have aged far 
beyond its best years, but it remains 
one of the finest places to watch a 
game in Europe - those that weren’t 
consigned to the restricted view 
seats anyway. 

While the Saints fans took to their 
Football League tour with gusto, 
these are the occasions that the fans 
and everyone else associated with 
the club really relish, even if the 
result went against them this after¬ 
noon. 

It is difficult not to feel a tingle 
down the spine when the Kop, along 
with the rest of the ground, stand as 
one to sing “You’ll Never Walk 
Alone” before kick-off. 

For Saints manager Nigel Adkins, 
who was at Liverpool as a school¬ 
boy, and Rickie Lambert, a lifelong 
fan of the club, walking out of the 
tunnel in front of a 44,525-strong 
crowd must have been the stuff of 
dreams.

It wasn’t to be for the Saints strik¬ 
er, though. 

But hopefully he, Adkins, and 
Southampton, will get another bite 
at the cherry next season.

Blues are 
hammered

WEST HAM piled more pres¬ 
sure on Chelsea boss Rafael 
Benitez as they stormed back 
from a goal behind to bag a 3- 
1 Barclays Premier League 
victory over the Blues in the 
lunchtime kick-off at Upton 
Park. 

Benitez faced more evident 
signs of dissent from the 
Chelsea fans. 

Juan Mata had given the vis¬ 
itors a 13th-minute lead but 
the Hammers’ comeback was 
inspired by Carlton Cole, who 
headed a 63rd-minute 
equaliser then set up 
Mohamed Diame to fire the 
hosts in front with just four 
minutes left. 

Hammers substitute 
Modibo Maiga put the gloss 
on his side’s win and added 
more woe for Benitez with an 
injury time third. 

The worries also mounted 
for Arsenal boss Arsene 
Wenger who saw his side out¬ 
played by Swansea at the 
Emirates, two late goals from 
Michu giving Michael 
Laudrup’s men a 2-0 win. 

Manchester City 
leapfrogged Manchester 
United back to the top of the 
table but only on goal differ¬ 
ence after they were forced to 
settle for a 1 -1 draw against 
impressive Everton at the 
Etihad Stadium. 

Marouane Fellaini’s eighth 
goal of the season had put 
David Moyes’ men in front in 
the first half before Carlos 
Tevez equalised from the 
penalty spot two minutes 
before the break after Fellaini 
was adjudged to have felled 
Edin Dzeko in the box. 

Harry Redknapp’s home 
debut in charge of Queens 
Park Rangers ended in a 1 -1 
draw against Aston Villa at 
Loftus Road. 

Brett Holman rammed the 
visitors in front with just eight 
minutes on the clock before 
Jamie Mackie equalised with 
an 18th minute header. 

Jermain Defoe scored twice 
as a superb second half show 
from Tottenham saw the visi¬ 
tors canter to a 3-0 win over 
Fulham at Craven Cottage. 

Sandro put Spurs ahead 
when he caught out Fulham 
keeper Mark Schwarzer from 
long range in the 55th minute, 
before Defoe took over, slid¬ 
ing home from a set-up by 
Gylfi Sigurdsson on 72, and 
completing his side’s win five 
minutes later. 

Substitute Dean Whitehead 
snatched a 75th minute win¬ 
ner for Stoke at The 
Hawthorns as West Brom fell 
to their second successive 
defeat. A dismal game sprang 
to life in the final quarter hour 
after Whitehead - a 54th 
minute replacement for 
Charlie Adam, poked home 
from a ball into the box by 
Michael Kightly to give the

THE Norwich game in mid¬ 
week saw Saints refereed by 
Mark Clattenburg, almost the 
forgotten man of football at 
the moment.

It came as no surprise then that 
Harry Redknapp was announced as 
QPR’s new manager within 24 hours 
of Hughes’ sacking.

PETE Winkelman insists MK Dons will 
not be changing their name in order to 
appease AFC Wimbledon. 

Winkelman, MK Dons chairman, was 
instrumental in Wimbledon FC, FA Cup 
winners in 1988, relocating from south¬ 
west London to the Buckinghamshire 
city of Milton Keynes in 2003. 

The club was renamed MK Dons the 
following year. 

Angry Wimbledon FC fans vowed to 
save the club’s history and formed 
AFC Wimbledon from scratch in the 
Combined Counties League. 

After five promotions in eight years, 
AFC Wimbledon, a club owned by a 
fans’ trust, are just one division below 
League 1 MK Dons. 

The two clubs are set to meet for the 
first time on Sunday in the FA Cup sec¬ 
ond round. 

Since the draw was made AFC 
Wimbledon officials and supporters’ 
groups have called for the Milton 
Keynes ‘franchise’, as they refer to the 
club, to drop the moniker 
Dons from their name. 

But Winkelman said:

“It’s incredibly 
clear, and clear in

AFC Wimbledon chairman Erik 
Samuelson has said he will not 
acknowledge Winkelman on Sunday 
and he and the club’s other officials 
will snub the chance to sit in the direc¬ 
tors’ box at stadium:mk. 

AFC Wimbledon fans have threat¬ 
ened to boycott the game while some 
that are making the 50-plus mile trip 
north out of London are thought to be 
turning up in contamination suits.

THE Premier League this week 
passed the 250million fan 
mark at games - 20 years after 
its launch. 

The landmark figure was hailed 
by the PL’s chief executive Richard 
Scudamore, with average atten¬ 
dances swelling by more than 50 
per cent compared to 1992-93, the 
first season of the league. 

Scudamore also said crowds were 
now more diverse and family- 
friendly, and no-one who regularly 
went to football matches prior to 
the Premier League’s formation 
would surely dispute that. 

He said: “Having 250 million fans 
come into Premier League grounds 
is a terrific landmark. 

“The Premier League is now the 
most watched and supported foot¬ 
ball league in the world and what 
people see is great football played 
in fantastic stadia packed full of 
vibrant, passionate fans. 

“Over the last two decades our

clubs have worked tirelessly to 
make Premier League grounds 
more welcoming and are striving to 
deliver a first-rate experience for 
all fans. 

“We have grown from 9million 
supporters in the 1992/93 season 
through to 13million-plus in each of 
the last four seasons, and this cam¬ 
paign our grounds are currently 95 
per cent full. 

“Importantly the audience for 
Premier League football has never 
been more diverse: 23 per cent of 
attending fans are female, 11 per 
cent are black or ethnic minority

and 13 per cent of season-ticket 
holders are children. 

“More of everyone is coming to 
Premier League football.” 

Average attendances in the 1992- 
23 season were 21,131 - a few thou¬ 
sand less than Saints averaged in 
winning promotion from the sec¬ 
ond tier of English football last 
term. 

Prior to the midweek games this 
week, this season’s average of 
35,767 was only slightly below the 
record season of 2007-08. 

Manchester United, unsurpris¬ 
ingly, have had the biggest crowds 


in the last two decades. They 
account for nearly 10 per cent of the 
total number of fans (24.4m) ahead 
of Arsenal (17.1m) Liverpool 
(16.5m), Newcastle (15.9m) and 
Chelsea (13.7m). 

It wasn’t always like this, though. 

Back in 1992/93 United only aver¬ 
aged just over 35,000 - less than 
Liverpool - despite winning the 
title. 

Now they regularly pull in 75,000- 
plus attendances due to building 
bigger and better stands. 

United’s crowds are 15,000 more 
than the second best supported 
club, Arsenal. 

The Gunners, thanks to moving 
from their cramped Highbury envi¬ 
rons six years ago, are another club 
that have more than doubled their 


average crowds since the Premier 
League was launched. 

European champions Chelsea are 
another, having started their 
Premier League life with average 
crowds of under 19,000 - not much 
more than Wigan Athletic get these 
days. 

At the time, that was not surpris¬ 
ing. After all, Chelsea only attract¬ 
ed a crowd of under 8,000 to watch a 
First Division game against Saints 
in 1991. 

Back in 1992/93 Wimbledon were 
bottom of the Premier League 
attendance table, a position they 
were to keep until their extraordi¬ 
nary stay in the top flight was 
ended in 2000. 

The Dons averaged just over 8,000 
in 1992/93, though handicapped by

playing home games at Crystal 
Palace’s Selhurst Park headquar¬ 
ters. 

That was the season that 
Wimbledon established a Premier 
League record which has never 
been beaten, and almost certainly 
never will. 

The PL’s lowest ever attendance 
remains the paltry 3,039 that saw 
the Dons host Everton on January 
26,1993. 

That sort of crowd wasn’t what 
the money men had in mind when 
in May 1992 the breakaway league 
signed a broadcasting rights con¬ 
tract with British Sky 
Broadcasting and the BBC valued 
at £304m. 

At the time it was the largest such 
agreement in the history of British

sport, though obviously dwarfed 
by subsequent deals. 

Surprisingly, the Premier League 
were unable to find a sponsor for 
their new structure, as eight clubs 
blocked a proposed £13m deal with 
brewers Bass. 

Still, the clubs were quick to flex 
their new financial muscle, with 
Blackburn breaking the British 
transfer record to sign Saints ace 
Alan Shearer for £3.3m. 

That sort of transfer fee is com¬ 
monplace these days, even for the 
less glamorous clubs. 

I don’t mind admitting the 
Premier League’s remarkable suc¬ 
cess story has taken me by sur¬ 
prise. But who could have predict¬ 
ed that a simple rebranding of the 
old First Division would produce 
such riches? 


The clubs concerned obviously 
thought they would bank more 
cash, as that was the raison d’etre 
for breaking away from the three 
other divisions of the Football 
League in the first place. 

Yet no one could ever have pre¬ 
dicted the sheer weight of money 
which would flood the PL coffers? 

Or the sea change said monies 
would have on the English game. 

Back in 1992/93 foreign players 
were nothing new in the top flight - 
the trickle that would turn into a 
raging torrent began in the late 
1970s. 

But 20 years ago the Premier 
League was nothing resembling 
the cosmopolitan beast we see 
today - on the pitch or in the dug- 
outs. 

At the moment only four of the 20 
PL managers are English, com¬ 
pared to 16 out of 22 in 1992/93. And 
five of the other six came from the 
Home Nations, with the Republic of 
Ireland’s Joe Kinnear (Wimbledon) 
the only exception. 

I certainly agree with Scudamore 
when he talks about football now 
being a more inclusive spectator 
sport, with women, children and 
those from ethnic backgrounds all 
playing a major part in the 
‘vibrant’ scene. 

That is not just the case in the 
Premier League, but throughout 
the lower divisions. 

Amazed 

The gender/age/ethnic percent¬ 
ages enjoying live football these 
days are far more equal across the 
tiers than ever before, and the 
Premier League has certainly 
played a part in that. 

Meanwhile, clubs in the lower 
divisions struggle by on crowds of 
under 3,000, a world away from the 
Premier League big boys. 

I am amazed that no Football 
League club has gone out of busi¬ 
ness mid-season since Aldershot 20 
years ago, though former Football 
League clubs such as Halifax, 
Chester and Scarborough have 
been liquidated while playing in 
the non leagues. 

There is little cosmopolitan glam¬ 
our and glitz in the lower divisions, 
and probably none of the rampant 
egos that have marred many a 
Premier League campaign. 

But it is the rampant egos which 
dominate the national media, help¬ 
ing to keep the Premier League 
very much in the forefront of 
everyone’s minds. 

Rupert Murdoch and co have 
done a phenomenal job promoting 
the PL, that much is indisputable. 

There is no sign of the cash cow’s 
milk running out any time soon, 
which is great news for Saints and 
the other top flight clubs. 

And until it does, the millions will 
keep on coming through the turn¬ 
stiles, even though most of the 
prices, like the crowd figures, keep 
on rising...

SAINTS welcome Reading 
to St Mary’s next weekend 
for the two clubs’ first 
ever meeting in the top 
flight of English football. 

Both have come a long way 
in a fairly short space of time, 
writes SIMON CARTER. 

Let’s wind the clock back to 
December 16, 2009, the day 
Brian McDermott was 
appointed the Royals boss 
replacing the sacked Brendan 
Rodgers. 

Reading were fourth bottom 
of the Championship, just 
three points above the drop 
zone with 21 games of the sea¬ 
son gone. 

As for Saints, they were 13th 
in the third division. 

Thanks to McDermott win¬ 
ning 12 of his first 25 games as 
a professional manager, the 
Berkshire club finished ninth. 

Saints, under the manage¬ 
ment of ex-Royals boss Alan 
Pardew, ended seventh in 
League 1. 

Fast forward a few years and 
both clubs were promoted 
from the Championship last 
April. 

For most of the season it was 
Saints who looked most likely 
to win promotion. 

But McDermott’s men came 
with a startling run in the sec¬ 
ond half of the campaign, and 
their 3-1 win at St Mary’s just 
a few weeks prior to the end of 
2011/12 was crucial in seeing 
them claim the title. 

Possibly unsurprisingly, 
both Reading and Saints have 
struggled for most of this sea¬ 
son. 

Reading’s problem has been 
conceding late goals. 

In their 


goals in the closing nine minutes. 

An injury time goal from Demba 
Ba rescued Newcastle a point in 
late September before Swansea 
came from 0-2 down to grab a 
point in south Wales a week later. 

Reading then infamously let slip 
a 4-0 lead to lose 7-5 at home to 
Arsenal in the Capital One Cup. 
The Royals climbed out of the 
zone with their first 
League win, 2-1 
against Everton.

But they lost 3-2 at Wigan last 
weekend, conceding a last minute 
winner, and another late goal - 
this time ten minutes from the 
end - allowed Aston Villa to climb 
out the relegation zone on 
Tuesday night. 

McDermott responded to the 
defeat at Villa Park by calling for 
unity, insisting the club are in a 
“great situation” compared to 
when he took charge three years 
ago. 

The Royals went into this week¬ 
end’s clash with Manchester 
United four points adrift of the 
safety line in the Barclays 
Premier League. 


McDermott has the situation in 
perspective. 

He said: “We have to stick 
together now. It is really impor¬ 
tant we do that as a group, as fans. 

“Hopefully they will stick with 
us, and get us over the line, and 
we get a result somewhere. 

“We’ve got Manchester United 
next and it doesn’t get any better. 
Reading are playing Manchester 
United. 

“When I took this job three 
years ago we were second from 
bottom in the Championship, try¬ 
ing to stay in it. 

“The following year we lost 
Gylfi Sigurdsson, the summer

after that we lost Shane Long. 

“When you think of all of those 
things, if you look at it, we are in a 
great situation. 

“We are in the Barclays Premier 
League and fighting to make sure 
we stay there for next year.” 

McDermott is confident Reading 
will show the right type of charac¬ 
ter to overcome their current 
predicament. 

He added: “The players aren’t 
anxious. 

“We just want to get a result and 
get some momentum. 

“You always find out a lot about 
yourself, the staff, the players, 
when you don’t get the right result 


and how you bounce back. 

“Over the years, we’ve bounced 
back all the way. 

“It was not a six-pointer against 
Villa. It was a game of football. 

“Villa have got 13 points, they’re 
going to want a lot more than that. 
We’ve got nine, we will want a lot 
more than that. There are 20 more 
games plus to go.” 

McDermott is waiting to find out 
what money he will have available 
to strengthen the squad during the 
January transfer window. 

While Saints splashed around 
£30m last summer, Reading spent 
around a third of that sum. 

They spent around £6m on striker 


Pavel Pogrebnyak, who had a loan 
spell in the Premier League with 
Fulham last season. With five goals 
from 13 league and cup appear¬ 
ances - three in the Capital One 
Cup - he is the club’s leading 
marksman this term. 

McDermott also spent around 
£5m on two Championship defend¬ 
ers, Adrian Mariappa from 
Watford and Chris Gunter from 
Nottingham Forest. 

McDermott said: “It’s like every¬ 
thing in this league, if you are 
going to strengthen your squad you 
are going to need money. 

“I don’t know what we’ve got. 

“If you look at what Villa have 


spent on Benteke, £7million, it’s a 
lot of money. 

“In January, whether you can get 
someone to come in and play 
straight away in this league, we 
shall wait and see.” 

Meanwhile, McDermott is confi¬ 
dent Reading will cure their habit 
of conceding late goals. 

He said: “It was frustrating to lose 
another late goal. Over my three 
years here we've had spells when 
we have conceded late goals and 
solved that problem. 

“Last season we couldn’t score a 
goal in the first half for 19 games 
and solved that problem and won 
the Championship.”

Over the years, British sport has 
been blessed with many truly great 
days and nights, occasions when 
the outstanding nature of an indi¬ 
vidual or team achievement has 
succeeded in lifting national spirit. 

Admittedly, many of these feats 
are deemed fantastic only if you’re 
a dedicated follower of the winner. 

But it’s difficult to argue with the 
assertion that for the nation as a 
whole, August 4, 2012 should go 
down as the greatest day in British 
sport. 

Early in the day, Team GB won 
two golds and a silver at Eton 
Dornay. 

Then the women’s pursuit cyclists 
broke the world record for a fifth 
time to qualify for their gold medal 
match.

Ennis was not necessarily expect¬ 
ed to win her final heptathlon event, 
the 800m. 

But as she limbered up, her 
coach told her she had between 15 
and 25 sec¬ 
onds on her 
nearest 
rivals. 

“The fig¬ 
ures were 
music to my 
ears,” she 
writes, “and 
confidence 
oozed 

through me.” 

The weight 
of expecta¬ 
tion on this 
young 

woman was, appropriately, given 
her book’s title, truly unbelievable, 
yet she drew upon the energy gen¬ 
erated by the crowd, her “80,000 
friends”. 

She describes the race’s final lap: 
“As I move forwards I hear the 
crowd erupt.

HE is the man who has made a career 
out of rescuing clubs from precari¬ 
ous positions and turning them 
around. 

Apart from one infamous occasion, and 
Saints fans won’t need reminding of that. 

But it’s fair to say that Harry Redknapp 
is facing the toughest task of a manage¬ 
ment career that started almost 30 years 
ago. 

He has arrived at Queens Park Rangers 
with the west London club having banked 
four points from their first 13 Premier 
League games. 

Redknapp began with a point at 
Sunderland in his first game on Tuesday, 
but the road to top flight safety looks an 
incredibly long one. 

It is the fifth time that Redknapp has 
been handed a management job mid sea¬ 
son with a club struggling badly. 

This is his record so far ... 

October 19, 1983 

He was given his first taste of profession¬ 
al management at AFC Bournemouth 
with the Cherries second bottom of the old 
Third Division, five points from safety. 

Redknapp steered the Dorset club to 
safety, finishing nine points above the 
drop zone in 17th place. 

For good measure, he also masterminded 
a remarkable FA Cup third round victory 
over holders Manchester United. 

Just three years later, in 1986/87, 
Redknapp guided Bournemouth to promo¬ 
tion to the old Second Division for the 
first, and only, time in the club’s history. 

December 8, 2004 

Redknapp controversially arrived at 
Saints with the club third bottom of the 
Premier League drop zone, two points 
from safety. 

But he only managed to win four of his 22 
games in charge and the club finished bot¬ 
tom of the table. 

December 7, 2005 

Redknapp returned to Fratton Park to 
find Pompey in a worse state than he had 
inherited at St Mary’s - the club also third 
bottom but four points away from safety. 

This time, though, the managerial magic 
was there and Pompey finished four points 
clear of the bottom three, with Redknapp 
managing eight wins in 23 games. 

Two years later Redknapp guided 
Pompey to FA Cup final success.

October 25, 2008 

Redknapp arrived at Tottenham with the 
team rock bottom of the Premier League 
with only two points from eight games. 

Thanks to 14 wins in 30 games, Spurs fin¬ 
ished eighth. 

He later took them into the Champions 
League after a fourth place finish in his 
first full season, 2009/10. 

Redknapp has also masterminded 
escapes from the drop in other seasons - 
notably at West Ham in 1996/97, when the 
Hammers were third bottom in mid 
February, and Pompey in 2003/04. 

Only Saints are the exception to the rule, 
therefore. 

Redknapp returned to the Premier 
League admitting he needed a break from 
football after the craziest year of his life. 

Succeeding in what he admitted was the 
‘toughest’ assignment of his managerial 
career should be child’s play compared to 
the stress of beating charges of a far more 
serious nature back in February. 

Then, Redknapp was fighting for his 
very freedom in a tax evasion trial which 
ultimately saw him cleared. 

The footballing disappointments which 
followed - being snubbed for the England 
job and sacked by Tottenham - simply 
compounded what had been an emotion¬ 
ally exhausting first half of 2012 for the 
65-year-old. 

Asked if it had been the craziest 
year of his life, he said: “Yeah, oh 
yeah. Certainly. The whole thing 
was a bit bizarre, wasn't it? 

“I probably needed a break, 

Maybe it wasn’t the worst 
thing that could have hap¬ 
pened to me.” 

Neither was losing out 
to Roy Hodgson for the 
England job or being 
sacked by Spurs : 
according to 

Redknapp. 

“I didn't go home 
that night when I 
heard on the 
radio that Roy 


had been given the England job and lock 
myself up in a room,” he said. 

“I didn't go away from Tottenham that I 
night when Daniel Levy sacked me and 
want to jump off the edge of 
Bournemouth Pier. 

“The next day I am up play¬ 
ing golf. I mean, what can I do? 

That is the way that I am.” 

Redknapp claimed he did 
not attend a Premier League 
game this season for fear of 
his presence being misinter¬ 
preted as a sign one of the 
managers involved was set 
for the chop. 

Instead, he watched a lot of 
football on television and at 
his beloved Bournemouth, 
where he took on an adviso¬ 
ry role in September. 

He also spent time in the local communi¬ 
ty, which includes Victoria Education 
Centre & Sports College, a haven of high- 
quality care for disabled youngsters (pic¬ 
tured above). 

“You want to go up to see all these kids at 
Victoria school,” he said. “That is life. 
This is only foot¬ 
ball. It is 
only a 
game.”

THE transformation in Saints 
over the last few weeks has 
been nothing short of remark¬ 
able.

The teams weren’t overly differ¬ 
ent - Boruc, Fox and Steven Davis 
being replaced by Gazzaniga, Shaw 
and Cork. 

Despite the similarity of the start¬ 
ing XIs though, the performances 
were worlds apart. 

Anyone could come up with vari¬ 
ous theories and reasons as to why 
that is - confidence, tactics, the 
alignment of the stars - and to 
varying degrees they could well be 
right. 

However for my money it has to 
be the return of Jack Cork that has 
settled the side down, as he seems 
to have provided the proverbial 
missing link. 

His partnership with Morgan 
Schneiderlin last season provided a 
fantastic platform for the likes of 
Lallana and Lambert and now 
they’re back together the entire 
side just looks like a more cohesive 
unit. 

You don’t need me to tell you 
what Jack Cork does well. He’s dis-

ciplined, strong and intelligent on 
the ball and most importantly he 
dovetails superbly with 
Schneiderlin. 

Even in his first spell here, under 
the doomed reign of Jan Poortvliet 
he looked like a classy player and 
the loss of him midway through the 
season was just another nail in a 
miserable season. 

Since Adkins took him back to 
Southampton though, he has gone 
on to make himself an integral yet 
unshowy cog in the machine. 

His willingness to do more than 
his share of the hard graft in the 
middle of the park means the 
frenchman alongside him is no 
longer overburdened and this in 
turn relieves the pressure on the 
defence. 

As a result we’re less exposed and 
are better at keeping possession as 
there is less panic when on the ball, 
such is Cork’s reluctance to just 
‘get rid’ when under pressure. He’s 
calm and prepared to find the right 
ball - and he has the technique to 
do so. 

Now, bear with me on this next 
point, but the Cork-Schneiderlin 


axis reminds me of the best mid- 
field partnership I have seen in 
recent years - Oakley and Delap. 

Delap was the grafter, doing the 
dirty work while Oakley was the 
platform to get things started going 
forward. 

They complemented each other 
superbly, so I think it’s no coinci¬ 
dence our slide towards relegation 
coincided with Matt Oakley being 
out injured for so long and Delap 
being shunted all over the pitch to 
cover a variety of positions, from 
right back to a brief cameo up front 
on one bizarre occasion. 

The difference with the incum¬ 
bents of our midfield to Delap and 
Oakley are that they can both do 
the beautiful and the nasty with an 
equal amount of ability. 

Obviously we can’t keep them 
together in all games this season - 
suspensions and injuries are 
inevitable, but all teams suffer 
those problems so we’ll just have to 
deal with them - hopefully better 
than we did at the start of the sea¬ 
son. 

But finally we can make the most 
of the undoubted attacking talent at 
our disposal. 

For that reason, other than Rickie 
Lambert, it’s hard to think of a 
signing that has been better value 
for money than Jack Cork.

Or, even better, just make 
it a knockout competition 
again rather than having a 
pointless group stage. 

Bet that won’t be popu¬ 
lar, though. 


You see, some extra 
money is better than none. 

But then loads is better 
than some. 

It’s football’s ever less 
appealing mantra these 
days. 


Long handles 
are putt in 
their place 

GOLF may not be the 
quickest sport on the plan¬ 
et to react to change. 

But they have finally 
done the right thing by out¬ 
lawing broomhandle and 
belly putters. 

The technical terms state 
that any anchoring of the 
putter, rather than any 
individual type of putter, 
will be forbidden when the 
new rules kick in, albeit 
even that happens at snail’s 
pace as it’s not until 2016. 

The broomhandle putter 
allows a golfer to anchor 
the top of their long putter 
to their chest. 

The belly putter? Well, 
the clue’s in the name. 

This move should have 
happened when they first 
started to appear. 

It’s crazy it’s taken this 
long, but the decision is 
correct. 

Part of the joy of any 
sport, particularly any 
individual sport, is watch¬ 
ing how its top competitors 
deal with pressure. 

Nowhere in the world of 
golf is this more keenly 
exposed than standing on a 
green striving to finish off 
a hole. 

‘The yips’ have affected 
many a player down the 
years and seen many a 
tournament end in dramat¬ 
ic fashion as one golfer lets 
their nerves get the better 
of them and can’t putt 
properly. 

A bit of this is without 
doubt eliminated by being 
able to anchor your putter 
and thus not have the effect 
of the wobbly hands so 
much. 

The truth is that for a 
long time the use of these 
putters was confined to a 
group of relatively unsuc¬ 
cessful players, mainly 
elder statesmen clinging on 
to the tour without the 
steady hand of youth on 
their side. 

As such, the authorities 
didn’t seem moved to do 
much about it. 

Times have changed. 

Three of the last five 
majors have been won by 
players who use putters in 
a way that would be out¬ 
lawed by the new rules. It 
has to stop. 

Technical advances in 
equipment is one thing you 
are never going to end, and 
always lends a degree of 
fogginess over debates over 
the greatest players from 
era to era. 

But to actually allow 
those technical advances to 
move to a stage where they 
are changing the face of the 
game is unacceptable. 

This rule should have 
happened years ago, but at 
least it’s on its way now.

returning victorious after a 
two-week lay-off were scup¬ 
pered by Welling United at 
the Silverlake Stadium. 

The Spitfires took an early 
lead through Craig 
McAllister, but the high-fly¬ 
ing Wings hit back for a 3-1 
Blue Square Bet South win. 

It was Eastleigh’s first 
home league defeat under 
manager Richard Hill and 
their third loss on the 
bounce in all competitions. 

The Spitfires welcomed 
goalkeeper Jack Dovey 
back following Ross 
Flitney’s recall by 
Gillingham, while loan man 
Jamie Hand was dropped to 
the bench. 

The game got off to a slow 
start, but Welling provided 
early evidence of their pass¬ 
ing ability with a sweet sev¬ 
enth-minute move that 
ended with Kiernan 
Hughes-Mason firing 
straight at Dovey. 

But it was Eastleigh who 
took the lead two minutes 
later when Damian 
Scannell drove forward 
from mid-field and, with the 
visitors’ defence stretched, 
played in Jai Reason on the 
left. He looked up and spot¬ 
ted the run of CRAIG 
McALLISTER, giving him 
the simple task of slotting 
home at the back post. 


The Wings responded with 
a burst of 16th-minute pres¬ 
sure when Scott Kinch’s 
long ball forward deflected 
into the path of Hughes- 
Mason whose shot was beat¬ 
en away, leading to back-to- 
back corners. 

Just prior to that, Welling 
had somewhat optimistical¬ 
ly looked in the referee’s 
direction for a penalty when 
Mitchell Nelson leant on 
Joe Healy as he defended a 
free kick. 

The visitors continued to 
force corners but produced 
nothing to unduly worry the 
Spitfires until the 28th 
minute when influential 
player-manager Jamie Day 
fed Ross Lafayette down the 
left. The big number ten 
brought it under control 
instantly and slipped a first¬ 
time shot just past Dovey’s 
left-hand upright. 

Eastleigh bided their time 
and produced another 
excellent chance on 34 min¬ 
utes. 

Reason worked hard to 
hold the ball up before lay¬ 
ing it off to Scannell whose 
thunderous goal-bound 
strike from the right of the 
area was tipped over by 
keeper Sam Mott. 

Still the Welling corners 
kept coming but, with 
Eastleigh getting bodies 
behind the ball, there was 


no real finesse to the visi¬ 
tors’ finishing. 

And on 42 minutes the 
Spitfires almost caught 
them on the break again 
when Dale Binns wove his 
way across from the left and 
skilfully bypassed Welling’s 
giant skipper and centre- 
back Ben Martin before 
Mott managed to block with 
his legs. 

Then just before half-time 
another bout of Eastleigh 
pressure resulted in 
Reason’s low drive ricochet¬ 
ing just wide of Mott’s left- 
hand post.

Pike sees 
red over 
Red Insure 
Cup loss 

GOSPORT Borough manager Alex 
Pike accused the Evo-Stik league of 
failing to look after his players fol¬ 
lowing their 1 -0 defeat at Sholing on 
Wednesday night, writes JOE 
WATSON. 

Boro’ were knocked out of the 
Red Insure Cup in the second round 
and the competition rules stipulate 
all teams must field seven players 
that started in their last two league 
games.

“I’m very disappointed in the fact 
that I had to start seven players, four 
of whom have tight hamstrings. 

“Consequently

ridiculous. 

“I have a 
duty of care to 
my players and 

allowed to ALEX PIKE 
give them 

that duty of care because I have to 
play them. 

“The league is not allowing us to 
look after our players. We know our 
players and we should make that 
decision, not the league.” 

Pike is demanding the league 
make changes before it impacts on 
a club’s league performance and a 
player gets hurt. 

He added: “The secretary and 
chairman will make representations 
to the league.

£10m stadium 
plan will go

“I also have a lot of time and 
respect for Jason.

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Brockenhurst 
are back on 
track-Lynes 

CHAIRMAN Peter Lynes says 
Brockenhurst are on a much firmer 
financial footing as they look to clinch 
promotion back to the Sydenhams 
Premier Division, writes ASHLEY 
FERRE. 

Lynes, who had previously spent 
seven years as general secretary at 
Grigg Lane, admitted he had plenty on 
his plate when he moved into the chair 
last February. 

Asked how far the Badgers have come 
in the last few months, he said: “The 
club was in a poor shape financially 
which had to be sorted out, but we are 
now on a much firmer footing. 

“All spending is under control after 
going through a financial restructuring 
exercise. 

“One result of this was that we decid¬ 
ed to disband the reserves, which has 
helped the finances.” 

Having been relegated from the 
Wessex top flight two seasons ago, 
Brock had hoped to bounce straight 
back last term, but finished shy of the 
promotion places in fifth spot.

VERWOOD Town are trying to 
achieve the near impossible by 
finding a replacement for their 
soon-to-depart skipper Matt 
Delaney. 

The combative central defender 
will be leaving Potterne Park at 
Christmas having decided to emi¬ 
grate to Hudson, Massachusetts 
with his American fiancee Lindsay 
in the new year. 

Delaney, who is due to fly to the 
United States in January, joined the 
Potters three years ago and led 
from the front as they lifted the 
Sydenhams One title last season 
and secured promotion to the 
Wessex top flight. 

The 27-year-old Liverpudlian met 
Lindsay when the pair attended 
Southern New Hampshire 
University where Delaney did a 
three-year football scholarship. 

Admitting Delaney would be a 
“big loss” to the side, Verwood’s 
Southampton-based coach Andy 
Darnton said: “Matt’s a centre-half, 
a natural leader and our linchpin at 
the back. 

“We’ve known for quite a while 
that he’ll be going, but he’s one of 
our most consistent performers and 
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it’s a hard job to try and replace 
him.” 

Team boss Adie Arnold agreed: 
“We aren’t the most vocal team in 
the league and Matt is our leader 
both on and off the pitch. 

“As a manager, you need someone 
you can trust once the players have 
crossed the white line and Matt has 
been that man for us. 

“I think he could have played at 
least a couple of leagues higher, but 
he has enjoyed his time with us and 
we have been very fortunate to 
have been able to hang onto him. 

“He has an intimidating look 
about him. He is shaven-headed and 
can be quite scary when he shouts 
at people with his Liverpudlian 
accent. Behind that though, he is 
very quietly spoken and a really 
nice guy. 

“Everywhere we go, other man¬ 
agers ask us where we got him and 
that is because he is such a good 
player. I wouldn’t swap him for any 
other defender in the Wessex 
Premier.” 


Delaney, who also played for 
Bournemouth Poppies and Cobham 
Sports, hopes to rejoin Seacoast 
United Phantoms when he returns 
to America having captained the 
New Hampshire-based outfit during 
his university days. 

An ever-present for Verwood this 
season, the defender said: “I am dis¬ 
appointed to be leaving halfway 
through the season but, having had 
my visa granted, I only have a few 
months in which to go. 

“I have thoroughly enjoyed my 
time with Verwood. Winning the 
league and playing in the Premier 
Division have been the main high¬ 
lights.” 

One player who has already left 
Potterne Park is midfielder Gareth 
Batchelor. 

Following a seven-day notice of 
approach from league rivals 
Bournemouth Poppies, the former 
Romsey Town man will be plying 
his trade at Victoria Park. 

“Gareth’s been a midfielder for us 
but I think he’s signed for Poppies 
as a centre half,” said Darnton, who 
coached Batchelor at Romsey last 
term. 

“Gareth’s an events manager and 
couldn’t commit regularly to us in 
any case. He only played two or 


three games for us and we weren’t 
in a position to pay him money.” 

Having taken time to acclimatise 
to the Premier Division high-life, 
Verwood have steadily climbed to 
mid-table on the back of three wins 
and two draws from their last six 
games. 

“We’ve got a tough five games 
coming up now against Moneyfields 
(today), Fawley, Bemerton, 
Downton and Christchurch but, if 
we apply ourselves properly, we 
can give most teams a run for their 
money,” said Darnton. 

“It took a bit of time for the lads 
to find their feet and gel together, 
but we’re improving all the time. 
The 3-1 win at Totton & Eling was 
the best we’ve played as a team all 
season and today’s game at 
Moneyfields will be a good bench¬ 
mark of how we’re coming on as a 
team.”

FROM the day Bridle Insurance 
walked into Eastleigh, the Spitfires 
have been saddled with the label 
of “the big spenders” of the Blue 
Square Bet South. 

But since succeeding Ian Baird as 
manager in September, Richard Hill 
has worked hard to trim back the squad 
and drive the playing budget down. 

And this week’s departure of Moses 
Ademola to Dover Athletic proved that 
the Spitfires, though not exactly pau¬ 
pers, accept that every player has his 
price. 

Although some Eastleigh fans were 
bemused by the club’s decision to allow 
the 23-year-old winger to join one of 
their main Blue Square Bet South pro¬ 
motion rivals, Dover’s financial muscle 
won the day. 

Having rejected the Kent club’s initial 
offer last week, Eastleigh showed their 
intent to keep Ademola at the 
Silverlake by offering him improved 
terms. 

But when Dover came back with a 
substantially bigger second offer - 
more than double, according to 
Eastleigh director Stewart Donald - 
there seemed no point trying to block 
the move. 

“I am disappointed to lose Moses, but 
we felt obliged to tell him about the 
offer and he asked to speak to Dover,” 
Hill explained. 

“We made a very competitive counter 
offer to keep him, but I will not stand in 
any player’s way who wants to earn 
more money at another club. 

“Likewise, this deal suits us financial¬ 
ly.” 

Ademola joined Eastleigh on a long¬ 
term deal from Woking during the sum- 
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mer, having turned down the chance to 
stay with Garry Hill’s promoted BSB 
South champions. 

He has made 13 starts and three sub 
appearances for the Spitfires, scoring 
seven goals. 

“Moses is a superb lad who has con¬ 
ducted himself well. He is always very 
professional, very polite and I know 
this was a hard decision for him,” said 
Hill. 

“However, 90 per cent of young men 
would move companies for more 
money whether they are a footballer or 
a council worker.” 

Underlining Dover’s determination to 
get their man, Whites’ assistant manag¬ 
er Steve Brown said: “We made an 
enquiry, which was knocked back, we 
put in a bid that was also knocked back, 
and then the second one was accepted. 

“Things materialised quite quickly 
after that. 

“Moses is 23, which is a good age. It’s 
possible he can get back into League 
football and hopefully it could be with 
us.” 

For all Eastleigh’s good housekeeping 
of recent months, the perception of 
them having money to burn stubbornly 
refuses to go away - as Brown’s inter¬ 
view in the local Kent press highlight¬ 
ed. 

“Moses was someone we looked at in 
the summer, but his move to Eastleigh 
was done a long time ago,” he said. 

“You have to remember they have a 
huge squad and can pay enormous 
amounts of money.” 


Cuss job 
going 
to plan 

CHAIRMAN Ken Stewart is backing 
quiet man Steve Cuss to help 
Wimborne Town make a big noise by 
fulfilling their ambitious three-year 
plan. 

Magpies are halfway through their 
project and Stewart believes boss 
Cuss has the credentials to complete 
the job - by launching a title bid next 
term. 

Stewart has revealed that Cuss, pic¬ 
tured below, is already well on course 
to complete the second leg of the 
Magpies vision, which is to achieve a 
mid-table finish this season. 

The Cuthbury chief, who has been at 
the club’s helm for six years, also 
thinks Cuss can finish his mission by 
battling for honours during 2013-14.

While Stewart insists Wimborne will 
not break the bank, Cuss has used his 
local contacts and background as 
AFC Bournemouth’s community chief 
to build a much-improved squad. 

Allied to the proven non-league 
experience provided by the likes of 
Scott Arnold, Jason Harvell and Micky 
Hubbard, the youthful Magpies addi¬ 
tions have helped the club to 10th 
position following a solid start to the 
current campaign. 

However, Stewart admits greater 
funds could be required to help Cuss 
mastermind a promotion bid next 
term.

The Lymington-based star won his fourth succes¬ 
sive Games gold off Weymouth and Portland last 
summer, writes SIMON CARTER. 

This week he revealed he won’t be attempting to 
emulate Sir Steve Redgrave’s Olympic tally of five 
golds in five consective Games in Rio in four years 
time. 

Instead, Ainslie is concentrating his efforts on the 
America’s Cup, desperate to be the man who helps 
bring one of the oldest trophies in world sport to 
England. If he was to achieve that, then surely it 
would go down in history as Ainslie’s biggest sail¬ 
ing achievement. 

In the same way that Bradley Wiggins’ Tour de 
France win earlier this year trascended his 
Olympic gold medal winning performance, so 
Ainslie’s place in sporting immortality would be 
cemented if he was involved in a successful 
America’s Cup winning campaign. 

Why? 

Well, look at it this way. The America’s Cup was 
first staged in 1851 around the Isle of Wight, and 
there have been 33 stagings of the tournament. 

And England have never provided a winner. 

Not once. 

It took until 1983 for America’s run of victories to 
be brought to an end, Alan Bond’s Australia II scor¬ 
ing a famous triumph. On winning, Bond quipped: 
‘Can we call it the Australia’s Cup now?’ 

America have found it harder since then to keep 
on winning. 

Team New Zealand won it in 1995 and 2000, while 
Swiss outfit Alinghi were winners in 2003 and 2007. 

America regained the trophy three years ago, win¬ 
ning in Valencia, and now host the 34th edition of 
the competition at the iconically-named Golden 
Gate Yacht Club in San Francisco next February. 

Ainslie will be competing as helmsman for defend¬ 
ing champions Oracle Racing in a high speed 45-foot 
wing-sailed catamaran. 

He is no stranger to the America’s Cup, having 
taken part in three previous events. 

After the 2000 Sydney Olympics, Ainslie joined the 
American ‘One World Challenge’. 

Post-Athens in 2004 he helped Team New Zealand 
lift the Louis Vuitton Cup. 

Then he joined Sir Keith Mills start-up campaign 
TeamOrigin as skipper after his victory at the 2008 
Beijing Olympics. 

Earlier this year he set up J.P. Morgan Ben Ainslie 
Racing with a long-term vision of challenging for 
the 35th America's Cup. 

“I am enjoying my sailing more now than perhaps 
ever,” said Ainslie. 

“I think would have found the motivation to con¬ 
tinue for 2016 if I had chosen to do that, but really 
the America's Cup is the big goal to try and achieve 
as part of a winning team. 

“That is the focus now and in the past I have been 
involved with the America's Cup and never really 
been focused 100 per cent due to Olympic commit¬ 
ments. 

“Maybe there was a realisation there of ‘if I am 
going to be successful and be part of a winning

Coutts added: “The America’s Cup without Ben 
would be a little bit like Wimbledon without Rafael 
Nadal or Novak Djokovic.” 

Ben Ainslie Racing (BAR) will be entering the 
America’s Cup World Series under the Royal 
Cornwall Yacht Club, which has supported the 
Olympian since the beginning of his career. 

Ainslie said: “It’s my home club; it’s where I grew 
up. I’ve had so much support from the club over the 
years, it seemed a natural fit.” 

Ainslie might not be competing in Rio de Janeiro 
in 2016 but hopes to be there in a supporting role 
with the British sailing team.

Racing, a new team that will ini¬ 
tially compete in the next edition 
of the America's Cup World Series along with plans to 
join ORACLE Racing for the defence of the 34th 
America's Cup. Having recovered from back surgery, 
he wins the Finn Gold Cup for a record sixth time in 
Falmouth, Cornwall. 

August 5 - Wins fourth Olympic gold medal, triumph¬ 
ing in the Finn class on home waters off Weymouth at 
the London 2012 Games.

Howe’s the man to get the best out 
the mercurial talent which is 
reluming Cherries striker Pitman 


JOE Roach is tipping Eddie Howe to 
maximise the mercurial talents of 
Brett Pitman and insists the striker 
can provide the finishing touch for 
Cherries. 

Former Cherries head of youth Roach 
mentored Pitman as he rolled off the Dean 
Court production line to become a 
goalscoring star in the first team. 

Pitman returned to Dorset recently 
when he signed on loan from Bristol City, 
with a view to a permanent move in the 
January transfer window. 

The Jersey-born frontman agreed terms 
on a three-and-a-half year deal and will 
cost Cherries a cut-price fee believed to be 
in the region of £60,000. 

Pitman, who hit 28 goals for Howe during 
Cherries’ 2010 promotion campaign, was 
given limited game-time by City after his 
£550,000 switch. 

But Roach insists Pitman - who scored 
after coming off the bench at Bury last 
weekend - will flourish and again enjoy a 
fruitful partnership with old boss Howe. 

He also believes the creativity Cherries 
have displayed since Howe’s appointment 
will play into the hands of “goalscorer” 
Pitman. 

Roach, pictured below, said: “Eddie will, 
and has, got the best out of him. 

“If you look at Brett’s record from that 
part of his career with Bournemouth 
before he left, you don’t need to be a sta¬ 
tistician to see the impact that he made. 

“I have seen probably all the home 
games since Eddie has been back and the 
team are creating lots of chances 
and Brett will thrive on those 
types of ball entries into 
the box. 

“Eddie knows how to 
get the best out of Brett 
from a playing point of / 
view and, if he is doing 
the right things, will 1 
want him on the pitch. 

Brett will react to that in 
a positive statement. 

“He will have to work 
hard with Eddie and Eddie 
will get the best out of him.” 

Appointed to the youth set-up by Sean 
O’Driscoll in 2001, Roach departed Dean 
Court in controversial circumstances in 
June 2011. In his 10 years at the club, he 
was responsible for unearthing in excess 
of £1.5million worth of talent - including 
Pitman, Sam Yokes, Josh McQuoid and 


Danny Ings. 

Roach says Pitman was always a natur¬ 
al. 

He added: “We didn’t have a player like 
him in the youth team until that point. 

“We had Danny Ings and Sam Vokes but 
he was just a natural goalscorer. 

“Inside the box, outside the box, over¬ 
head kicks - any type of goal you wanted, 
he was capable of scoring, and you can’t 
take that away. 

“His record in the youth team and first 
team is exemplary.” 

Roach, who still lives locally, is current¬ 
ly working on behalf of the 
Premier League, audit¬ 
ing and inspecting 
academies.

league goals for Cherries in just

ances. 

He came to the attention of other 
clubs after belting 26 goals for the 
club during the 2009/10 League 2 
promotion winning season.

ENGLAND’S superb 10-wicket vic¬ 
tory over India in the second Test in 
Mumbai this week was one of their 
greatest overseas performances. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks at 
some other memorable tour victo¬ 
ries of recent times. 

2000: Karachi - England beat 
Pakistan by six wickets 

Graham Thorpe defied the onset of 
darkness, and Pakistan's time-wasting 
tactics, to lead England to a famous 
win in a dramatic series conclusion. 

His unbeaten 64 secured a first series 
win in Pakistan since 1961-62. 

2004: Kingston - England beat 
West Indies by 10 wickets 

Steve Harmison produced one of the 
great spells of fast bowling, claiming 
an incredible 7-12, as West Indies 
were skittled out for 47 in the second 
innings of a previously even contest. 

2005: Johannesburg - England 
beat South Africa by 77 runs 

A match seemingly destined for a 
draw suddenly swung England's way 
on the final day after an inspired dis¬ 



play by Matthew Hoggard, above. It 
seemed unlikely either side could pre¬ 
vail as South Africa chased a target of 
325 in a notional 68 overs, but 
Hoggard had other ideas and swung 
the ball in both directions on his way 
to seven for 61. 

2009: Durban - England beat 
South Africa by an innings & 98 runs 

Centuries by Alastair Cook and Ian 
Bell gave England a commanding first- 
innings lead and South Africa crum¬ 
bled in the second innings as Graeme 
Swann took five for 54 and Stuart 
Broad four for 43. 

2010: Melbourne, England beat 
Australia by an innings & 157 runs 

England destroyed their old adver¬ 
saries to ensure they would retain the 
Ashes. James Anderson and Chris 
Tremlett took four wickets apiece as 
Australia were dismissed for 98 on day 
one. Jonathan Trott then hit 168 and 
four others made half-centuries as 
England set up victory by claiming a 
first-innings lead of 415.

Bailey struck 101 off 105 
balls, batting at No 4, as his 
side suffered an agonising loss 
in the final of Australia’s 50- 
over competition. 

Both sides finished level on 
285, with man of the match 
Bailey having put on 174 for 
his side’s fourth wicket with 
Ricky Ponting. 

But while SA were all out and 
Tasmania only lost four wick¬ 
ets, SA were judged victors by 
virtue of their better record in 
qualifying. 

Australia v West Indies, 

Kingston, ODI, March 2012 

Batting at No 6, Bailey wins 
the man of the match award 
for his 48 off 67 balls and three 
catches - not bad for his ODI 
debut for Australia! 

England v Australia, ODI, 

Old Trafford, July 2012 

Batting at No 7, Bailey top 
scores with 46 not out - but 
England still win by seven 
wickets. 

Australia v West Indies, t20 

World Cup, October 2012 

Bailey’s hopes of guiding 
Australia to the World Cup final 
were dashed by a Windies bat¬ 
ting blitz. 

Having been asked to chase 
206 for victory, Bailey struck 
63 off just 29 balls - with four 
sixes and six fours - but 
Australia lost by 74 runs.

RICKY Ponting will play his last 
Test match in Perth this week 
after announcing the end of his 
decorated international career. 

Tributes from around the cricket 
world flooded in for the 37-year- 
old, who will bow out as the sec¬ 
ond highest runscorer in Test his¬ 
tory. 

Here, the Sports Pink takes a 
look at the tributes so far. 

“I didn't have a feeling it was com¬ 
ing. Ricky spoke to me after [the 
second Test against South Africa in] 
Adelaide and obviously made his 
decision over the last few days. The 
boys are obviously hurting right now. 
He's been an amazing player for a 
long time” - A teary Australia cap¬ 
tain Michael Clarke reacts to 
Ponting's decision. 

“Initially it was a bit of a 
shock...I've played a lot against 
Ricky and he's the most competitive 
man I've ever played against. I think 
the way he played the game, the 
intensity with which he played the 
game, is a credit to him. He's always 
represented Australia with a lot of 
dignity and a lot of skill” - South 
Africa captain Graeme Smith. 

“He's right up there (with the best 
ever), averaging more than 50, the 
second most Test runs and more 



than 40 hundreds. But I don't think 
of him so much in a statistical way. 
He was just a great competitor for 
Australia” - Former England cap¬ 
tain Mike Atherton. 

“The best batsman I had the privi¬ 
lege to play against... Ricky 
Ponting... #Punter Australia cricket 
will not be the same without him” - 

Michael Vaughan, the England 
captain who beat Ponting for the 
first time in 2005.

OF THE GREATS! I always got excit¬ 
ed playing AUS, so I could watch 
him bat up close. Well done Punter!”

“Congrats to Ricky Ponting on an 
amazing career, well done 
Punter...Enjoy your last match in 
Perth buddy, was a pleasure playing 
with you!!!” - Legendary leg-spin¬ 
ner Shane Warne, the former 
Hampshire skipper, leads a host 
of tributes on Twitter.

Botham used when asked to 
give his view on the 1984 
‘Cricketers’ Who’s Who’ - a 
weighty guide to all the pro¬ 
fessionals with the then 17 
first class counties. 

I know this because, while 
cleaning up my loft the 
other day, I found the book 
in a box of sporting nostal¬ 
gia. 

It’s still - even 28 years on 
- in almost pristine condi¬ 
tion, and I would expect to 
bank a tidy sum if I consid¬ 
ered selling it. 

That is because it is auto¬ 
graphed by over 150 of the 
cricketers whose profiles 
are contained within. 

Back in my younger days, 
I was a regular at the 
County Ground in Taunton, 
watching Botham, Viv 
Richards and Joel Garner 
in action for Somerset. 

If only t20 had been 
around in those days ...! 

As a wide-eyed kid, I wait¬ 
ed patiently at the foot of 
the pavilion steps to get the 
great and the good - and 
Russell Cobb of 
Leicestershire - to sign my 
‘Who’s Who’. 

I can’t recall if anyone 
ever told me to get lost. I 
wouldn’t have thought so. 
This, after all, is cricket, the 
noble game played by gen¬ 
tlemen. 

Or something like that. 

If you didn’t get all the 
autographs you wanted 
before play started or dur¬ 
ing the lunch and tea inter¬ 
vals as the players traipsed 
on and off the pitch, then 
you could just go into the 
bar after the cricket had fin¬ 
ished and ask the players 
while they queued for a 
pint. 

Yes, you really could. 

And I did. 

You could go up to Ian 
Botham, at the time possi¬ 
bly the biggest sporting star 
in British sport, in the bar 
and ask him to sign your 
book. 

And he did. 

My friend once asked 
David Gower, at the time 
the England captain, would 
he mind signing a few 
scorecards and books. 

Gower, being a nice 
friendly guy, said he would 
and sat down on a seat next 
to my friend. 

Imagine Gower’s surprise 
when my mate pulled out 
from his scruffy holdall 
about 15 different items - 
miniature bats, scorecards, 
books, magazines! 

Gower signed them all 
without complaining. 

I have never forgotten 
that, and as a result when¬ 
ever I see David Gower on 
television I am always 
transported back to the 
County Ground in 1985 
when he took the time to 
make a snotty-nosed school 
kid’s day. 

Anyway, I digress.

Reading the 1984 ‘Who’s 
Who’ now provides a fasci¬ 
nating insight into the lives 
of pro cricketers back in the 
1980s. 

Here, I have picked out a 
few highlights of the 
Hampshire players’ biogra¬ 
phies. 

All the cricketers were 
obviously given the same 
questionnaire and 

answered it as best they 
could. Some didn’t bother 
writing anything when 
asked for their opinions on 
the game, others wrote War 
and Peace. 

In alphabetical order, 
here we go... 

Nigel Cowley 

Enjoys golf - plays off a 10 
handicap - football and bad¬ 
minton. 

Kevin Emery 

Full name Kevin St John 
Dennis Emery, he worked 
in the accounts department 
of Sydney University in the 
winter of 1981/82. 

Has learnt a lot from 
Malcolm Marshall, even 
though the West Indian leg¬ 
end “eats too much maca¬ 
roni!” 

Under the ‘other sports’ 
section, he wrote ‘enjoy fit¬ 
ness’ adding, in brackets, ‘I 
need to be!’ 

Under ‘relaxations’, 
Emery wrote ‘listening to 
good music’, though sadly 
no specific artists or bands 
were mentioned. Also said 
he enjoys ‘watching amus¬ 
ing (his brackets) videos’. 
Again, no such examples of 
‘amusing’ videos are given. 

Emery certainly wasted 
no time when asked for his 
opinions on cricket, talking 
about reduced over-rates, 
advertising on players’ kit, 
the need for more sports 
medicine/physiotherapy, 
the fact county players are 
asked to play too much 
cricket, and also that coun¬ 
ties should look after play¬ 
ers who have been released 
more to help them get new 
jobs. 

“More thought should be 
given to human relations,” 
he wrote. 

Chris Goldie 

Under ‘relaxations’, the 
wicket-keeper wrote ‘good 
company, Everton FC and 
fruit machines that pay out 
a lot of money.’ 

Under ‘other sports’ he 
penned ‘golf and squash - 
both badly.’ 

Gordon Greenidge 

Unlike Kevin Emery, the 
West Indian legend didn’t 
give any opinions on the 
game that allowed him such 
a great life, though we do 
learn that he studied 



accountancy and book 
keeping and once worked 
for Sutton’s Seeds in 
Reading and Dimplex in 
Southampton. 

He also once thought of 
joining the church on leav¬ 
ing school, so religion’s loss 
was certainly cricket’s gain. 

Steve Malone 

Wasn’t a big fan of the 
Championship moving to 
four days, which eventually 


of course it did. 

Asked his opinions, he 
wrote ‘to keep three day 
cricket, otherwise if four 
day cricket were intro¬ 
duced it would lead to nega¬ 
tive cricket and also finan¬ 
cially clubs would be worse 
off because spectators 
would not be able to go.’ 

Malcolm Marshall 

Asked his opinions on 
cricket, he wrote ‘all coun¬ 


ties should have a qualified 
physiotherapist.’ 

It seems incredible to 
think that back then - and 
we are only talking 1984, 
not 1954 - that that wasn’t 
the case. 

Marshall also praised the 
training methods of 
Warwickshire and Sussex, 
but didn’t go into 
specifics. 

Under ‘other sports’, he 
put ‘tennis, basketball, 
darts, softball cricket.’ 


“Well done Punter on an incredible 
career. It would be great to see you 
finish with a ton. It was an honour to

Mark Nicholas 

Unlike Malone, was in 
favour of four-day cricket. 

He wrote Tour day cricket 
could not exist with present 
declining standards of wick¬ 
ets. However, on good wick¬ 
ets it would be invaluable in 
helping to bring back the 
old arts. It would be nice to 
see greater emphasis placed 
on technique in both school¬ 
boy and county cricket.’ 

Interestingly - given that 


Hampshire generally field¬ 
ed Gordon Greenidge and 
Malcolm Marshall in the 
same team - Nicholas was 
in favour of only one over¬ 
seas player per county. 

Under ‘relaxations’, he 
wrote ‘Theatre, contempo¬ 
rary music, writing, Spurs, 
golf, Richmond Rugby 
Club.’ 

Bobby Parks 

Under ‘relaxations’, he 


wrote ‘backgammon and 
reading’. 

Nick Pocock 

Obviously a top chap as 
among his ‘extras’ was the 
fact he wrote a weekly 
cricket article for the 
Southern Evening Echo, as 
the Southern Daily Echo 
was then called! 

Among his opinions on the 
game was ‘still feel that 
Saturdays could be better 


used to draw large crowds 
to watch a one-day competi¬ 
tion on a league basis.’ 

This was at a time when 
the John Player Sunday 
League was still going 
strong. 

Like several other profes¬ 
sional cricketers in the 1984 
‘Who’s Who’, Pocock also 
gave his home address and 
phone number. 

Obviously a more inno¬ 
cent age back then, I still 
find it fairly amazing to see. 

I wonder if any supporters 
ever took it upon them¬ 
selves to knock on the door 
of 12 Melrose Gardens, 
London W6 in the off season 
in the hope that Pocock 
would answer? 

Or did anyone ever send 
him a letter asking for an 
autograph, or congratulat¬ 
ing him on his superb arti¬ 
cles for the Evening Echo? 

One thing is for certain -1 
can’t imagine any cricketer 
giving their home address 
or home number in the 2013 
‘Who’s Who’. 

Almost certainly their 
Twitter account name, or 
even a Facebook link, but 
not their phone number. 

Chris Smith 

Another to give their 
home address, in his case 
both in Hampshire and 
South Africa! And this from 
a man who was a current 
England Test cricketer! 

Disgreed with Mark 
Nicholas in writing ‘coun¬ 
ties should be allowed to 
play two overseas players. 
It will raise the general 
standard of play by having 
other Test players involved 
and will therefore raise the 
standard of the English 
players. 

‘Also there are too many 
arm-chair critics on the 
game - particularly in 
South Africa. I find that sort 
of person unbearable.’ 

Smith also had strong 
views on the counties not 
doing enough to bring in 
cash. 

‘I fee that each county 
should have a highly moti¬ 
vated sales personnel (apart 
from secretaries) to sell the 
game. So much money 
could be made and so many 
companies exploited to 
make money for the county 
games, but it is not being 
done. Players should be 
able and allowed to sell 
themselves - ie by wearing 
advertising when playing. I 
do agree it should only be 
allowed to a certain size.’ 

Robin Smith 

Under ‘cricket supersti¬ 
tions’, he wrote ‘always 
have a big night out before a 
game.’ 

Not sure if the man who 
would become a Hampshire 
legend was making that 
remark with tongue stuffed 
firmly in cheek, or whether 
he was deadly serious! 

Under ‘extras’, Smith 


wrote that he still held the 
South African shot putt and 
hurdles under-19 records. 

John Southern 

Like Nicholas and James, 
an avid Tottenham fan. 

Under ‘relaxations’, he put 
‘collecting second hand 
books on history, drinking 
home-made wine and not 
thinking about cricket’. 

His superstition was 
always to call tails when 
tossing the coin. 

Keith Stevenson 

Under ‘significant injuries 
during 1983’, wrote ‘visited 
a faith healer in an attempt 
to clear up persistent back 
injury.’ 

Under ‘relaxations’, he put 
‘gardening’. 

Paul Terry 

Another to give his 
address - he lived in 
Sherfield - and listed ‘music 
and sleeping’ as his relax¬ 
ations - though presumably 
not at the same time. 

Tim Tremlett 

Said it would be ‘a good 
idea to give sides points if 
they lose so many hours 
through ran during a coun¬ 
ty championship game.’ 

That would certainly have 
helped Hampshire last sea¬ 
son, as they were hard hit 
by rain throughout the so- 
called summer. 

‘It would help to counter 
any unfavourable geo¬ 
graphical position,’ he 
added. 

He added: ‘Is is not time 
for neutral umpires in Test 
matches?’ 

David Turner 

Relaxations include gar¬ 
dening and chess, and also 
watching war films. 

Asked his opinions on 
cricket, he replied ‘I would 
like the authorities to try 
for one season 16 four-day 
Championship games, cou¬ 
pled with a Saturday 60 
overs limited overs league 
along with the usual 
Sunday John Player 
League.’ He eventually got 
the first part of his wish. 

Elsewhere, Kevan James - 
now a sports broadcaster 
with BBC Radio Solent - 
was playing for Middlesex 
and writing about his relax¬ 
ations ‘Watch Spurs when¬ 
ever possible, and going 
down the local. Enjoy dri¬ 
ving big cars’. 

Not sure how many crick¬ 
eters in the 2013 edition of 
‘Who’s Who’ would list 
going down their local pub 
as a relaxation! 

Pre-empting the emer¬ 
gence of t20, James also 
writes when asked his opin¬ 
ions on cricket ‘would like 
to see a league formed 
around floodlit cricket.’

WHEN George Bailey makes his 
Hampshire debut next summer 
he will be the 15th Australian to 
play for the county in the last 16 
years. 

Australia’s T20 captain joins an 
illustrious list including nine other 
Test players. 

Matthew Hayden began what has 
become a Hampshire tradition when 
he arrived at Northlands Road as a 
25-year-old back in 1997. 

Bailey will be Hampshire’s first 
Australian since Phil Hughes played 
a few games at the end of the 2010 sea¬ 
son. Here, SIMON WALTER looks 
at all Bailey’s predecessors at the 
county... 


MATT HAYDEN (1997) 

The 1,438 Championship runs he 
scored at 57.5 during his only season 
with the county included four cen¬ 
turies and is an aggregate that no 
Hampshire batsman has matched 
since. Hayden was only 25 at the time 
and his season with Hampshire 
undoubtedly helped him when he 
returned to England with Australia 
in 2001. He had only played seven of 
his 103 Tests when he played for 
Hampshire but became a regular 
when he returned to the side after a 
three-year absence in March 2000. 
Hayden scored 980 one-day runs at 
46.66 for Hampshire (only the Smith 
brothers and Barry Richards have 
scored more in one season). 

SHANE WARNE (2000, 2004-07) 

The most iconic Hampshire player 
of recent times, the first of his five 
seasons on the south coast was the 
county’s last at Northlands Road. 
Warne led Hampshire to promotion 
to the County Championship’s first 
division in his first season as captain 
followed by second place and the C& 
G Trophy in 2005, a year best remem¬ 
bered for his heroic performances 
during that summer’s Ashes series. 

His 276 wickets at 25.6 included a 
best return of 7-99 - the morning after 
an escapade that was plastered over 
the front of the News of the World a 
few days later. 

He recorded his best match analysis 
-11-133 - in his final season. 

It was also for Hampshire that 
Warne scored his only first-class cen¬ 
turies, against Kent and Middlesex at 
Canterbury and Southgate in 2005. 

His proactive, imaginative brand of 
captaincy helped lay the foundations 
for the club’s recent limited-overs 
success but ironically he only played 
two Twenty20 matches for 
Hampshire before leaving to become 
one of the first stars of the Indian 
Premier League, leading Rajasthan 
Royals to the inaugural title. 

SIMON KATICH (2003-05, 2012) 

Hampshire’s Player of the Year in 

2003, his first full season with the 
county, which saw him star for a 
struggling side that finished second 
from bottom of the Championship. 

Katich enjoyed briefer stints in 

2004, when he helped Hampshire 
secure promotion to the 
Championship’s top flight, and in 

2005, 

He returned after a seven-year 
absence last summer. His 738 
Championship runs at 35 is a record 
that does not compare favourably 
with the 1,143 he made at 60.1 in his 
first season. But he was outstanding 
as Hampshire won the limited-overs 
double, before opting for a second 
stint with Lancashire rather than a 
fourth with Hampshire in 2013. 

MICHAEL CLARKE (2004) 



Described by Shane Warne as 
Australia’s best batsman since Ricky 
Ponting when he arrived at the Rose 
Bowl in 2004, Clarke is currently 
enjoying a Bradmanesque run of 
form after becoming the first player 
to score four Test double centuries in 
a calendar year last month. 

During his first two months with 
Hampshire, ‘Pup’ struggled in 
English conditions and finished his 
only county season with 709 
Championship runs at 35. 

But he enjoyed a purple patch in 
mid-summer, when he became the 
county’s first player since Gordon 
Greenidge to score hundreds in three 
successive innings - 140, 103 and 109 
away to Notts and Glamorgan. 

SHANE WATSON (2004-05) 

Best remembered for his all-round 


brilliance during Hampshire’s suc¬ 
cessful C & G Trophy run in 2005, par¬ 
ticularly the 132 he made in the quar- 
ter-fmal at The Oval. 

His heroics that day helped 
Hampshire chase down a record 359 
with more than two overs to spare. 

He was outstanding in the field as 
Yorkshire were beaten by eight wick¬ 
ets in the Rose Bowl semi-final. And 
then he took a match-winning 3-34 as 
Hampshire beat Warwickshire by 18 
runs in the final. 

The unbeaten 203 he scored against 
Warwickshire in the last of his six 
County Championship appearances 
for Hampshire remains the highest 
score of his career. 

He scored 676 runs at 84 during 
those six games, five of which were 
made in 2005 as he and Andy Bichel 
helped fire Hampshire to second in 


the table as overseas replacements 
for Simon Katich and Shane Warne. 
Warne billed Watson as Australia’s 
Andrew Flintoff and he lived up to 
that comparison as the man of the 
tournament at this year’s World 
Twenty20. 

MICHAEL DIGHTON (2004) 

The least well known of 
Hampshire’s Aussies, Dighton 
became the fourth Australian to play 
for Hampshire as a short-term sign¬ 
ing in May 2004. 

He only played two one-day games, 
both against Gloucestershire. After 
making 74 in a one-day home win he 
was out for 12 in a tense three-wicket 
defeat as Hampshire exited the C& G 
Trophy at Bristol a few weeks later.

An inspirational figure during a 
month in which Hampshire were with¬ 
out his compatriots Shane Warne and 
Simon Katich, both on Ashes duty. 

The 138 he made on his debut against 
Gloucestershire at Cheltenham College 
contributed to a partnership of 257 with 
Nic Pothas that remains Hampshire’s 
all-time record for the eighth wicket. 

A genuine all-rounder, he averaged 
75.7 with the bat and 31 with the ball 
during his four Championship appear¬ 
ances. But it is his heroics in that year’s 
C & G Trophy final that he is best 
remembered for. 

Bichel took three big wickets as 
Hampshire beat Warwickshire at Lord’s 
to win the county’s first trophy for 13 
years. 

DOMINIC THORNELY (2006) 

His 759 runs at 34.5 was a mediocre 


return for an overseas player but he 
also contributed 22 wickets at 26.2 
apiece. He was more prolific with the 
bat in one-dayers, hitting 485 at 44.1, 
including four fifties and a century. But 
he is best remembered for his accusing 
a Sussex fan of spitting at him while he 
fielding in the deep during a C & G 
Trophy defeat at Hove. 

ADAM VOGES (2007) 

Played seven T20 games for 
Hampshire in 2007, but after flying over 
at short notice for his first county stint 
he only made one score of note; an 
unbeaten 66 in a nine-wicket defeat 
against Sussex. Has played for Notts for 
the last five seasons. 

STUART CLARK (2007) 

Was one of the world’s best bowlers 
when he starred for Hampshire in 2007, 
his 26 wickets at just 17 apiece the pre¬ 
vious winter having gone a long way to 
whitewashing England and winning 
the Ashes back for Australia. His 21 
one-day wickets at 11.4, including 6-27 
against Surrey, were a major factor in 
Hampshire reaching the 2007 Friends 
Provident Trophy final. Had he been 
available, Hampshire would surely 
have put up a better fight than they did 
in losing so convincingly to Durham in 
the final. Clark also took 24 
Championship wickets at 25.08 from six 
matches, including a brilliant spell of 7- 
82 against Lancashire. 

IAN HARVEY (2008) 

Played as a Twenty20 pinch-hitter but 
failed to pass 34 in nine appearances as 
Hampshire failed to progress beyond 
the group stage. The veteran all- 
rounder played one more season of 
county cricket, for Northants the fol¬ 
lowing season. 

MARCUS NORTH (2009) 

His Hampshire career lasted just one 
innings of an early-season County 
Championship draw at Warwickshire. 
Better known for stints with Durham 
(2004), Lancashire (2005), Derbyshire 
(2006), Gloucestershire (2007-08) and 
Glamorgan (2012-present), who he will 
captain next year. 

DAN CHRISTIAN (2010) 

His role in the 2010 Friends Provident 
t20 final will never be forgotten, so often 
is it replayed. 

The all-rounder had had a fairly non¬ 
descript summer as Hampshire’s sec¬ 
ond overseas player, before arriving at 
the creased with the Royals requiring 
ten to win from the last eight balls of the 
final against Somerset under the Rose 
Bowl floodlights. 

He faced the last ball from Zander de 
Bruyn - who had given him a memo¬ 
rable black eye with a bouncer in 
Christian’s only Championship appear¬ 
ance a few days earlier - with 
Hampshire needing a single to level the 
scores and win on fewer wickets lost. 

Christian was batting with Jimmy 
Adams as his runner after tearing a 
thigh muscle in sprinting two off the 
previous delivery. 

But he instinctively set off for a leg 
bye, forgetting Adams was there - as 
well as his own injury. 

Fortunately, Somerset failed to react 
and missed the opportunity to run him 
out and win at the death. 

PHIL HUGHES (2010) 

Endured a brief and unsuccessful stint 
with Hampshire two years ago, scoring 
85 runs at just 14.16 apiece in three 
Championship appearances. He did not 
fare any better in his two one-day 
appearances, but was low on confi¬ 
dence. 

It is nearly a year since he played the 
last of his 17 Tests but he only turned 24 
on Friday. 


Nemesis on move 


TWO of Hampshire’s promotion rivals 
have plumped for experience as they 
aim to challenge at the top of next 
year’s County Championship Second 
Division. 

Hampshire have signed 30-year-old 
Australian batsman George Bailey, 
and will also welcome back Neil 
McKenzie - who turned 37 last week¬ 
end - for the second half of the coun¬ 
ty season. 

Both Lancashire and Glamorgan 
have also gone down the thirtysome¬ 
thing route. 

Lancashire have signed ex- 
Hampshire batsman Simon Katich, 

37, while Glamorgan have snapped 
up someone even older - 39-year-old 
Murray Goodwin, so often a nemesis 
for Hampshire. 

Goodwin has bid farewell to Sussex 
after a superb 12-year career with the 
south coast county, where he scored 
more than 24,000 runs in all competi¬ 
tions. 

“He will strengthen the batting line¬ 
up,” said Glamorgan Head of Elite 
Performance Matthew Mott. 

“And has plenty to offer to benefit 
our batting group. 

“Murray has played the best part of 
his career at Sussex and had a mas¬ 
sive affect on Sussex cricket, so we 
can't wait to have him in the squad. 

“He is a really good role model with 
plenty of first division experience and 
it is evident from our recent discus¬ 
sions that he still has a real determi¬ 
nation to succeed.” 

Goodwin won seven trophies during 
his time at Sussex - including three 
County Championship crowns - and 
was a regular last season averaging 
32 runs in the Twenty20, 26 runs in 
the CB40 but just 16 in first-class 
cricket. 

Glamorgan struggled in County 
Championships Division Two last sea¬ 
son, winning just three games. 

Goodwin said: “I have had lengthy 
conversations with Matthew Mott and 
am aware of the challenges the team

faced last year and the hard work that 
lies ahead of us, but I am determined 
to help bring success back to the 
Club. 

“I feel I still have a lot to offer in all 
formats of the game." 

Hampshire have certainly suffered 
at Goodwin’s bat. 

In 27 first class innings against the 
Royals, he has scored five centuries 
and six half-centuries at an average 
of 59.16. 

His tally of 1,430 runs against 
Hampshire is surpassed only by his 
1,453 against Nottinghamshire at 
60.54, while he has also scored five 
Championship tons against 
Warwickshire. 

Goodwin’s highest score against 
Hampshire remains the 195 he scored 
in the Ageas Bowl’s debut season of 
2001 . 

It was his first ever Championship 
century, and passed his previous 
career best by just a single run. 

Lancashire, meanwhile, will no 
doubt start the 2013 Championship 
season as amongst the favourites to 
go up. 

Having won the title in 2011, the 
Red Rose county were demoted last 
summer after finishing second bot¬ 
tom. 

Despite both Steve Kerrigan (44) 
and Glen Chappie (42) taking over 40 


wickets each, the county had the low¬ 
est bowling points total in the top 
flight and the third lowest batting 
points total. 

While Katich has been signed to 
boost the batting, Lancashire will be 
hoping Ali - 32 last weekend - can 
return to the sort of form he once 
enjoyed with Worcestershire. 

He bagged 71 first class wickets in 
2002 while he also took 56 and 59 
wickets in the 2007 and 2008 cam¬ 
paigns respectively. 

But injuries have dogged him since, 
and in the last four English summers 
he has only managed 65 first class 
wickets all told. 

Essex might be in the market for an 
overseas player after South African 
Alviro Petersen moved to Somerset. 

The batsman was a big success for 
Glamorgan in 2011, scoring 1,046 
Second Division Championship runs 
at 42.76. 

Essex would have hoped for a simi¬ 
lar haul last summer, but he only 
managed 245 runs from 11 innings at 
21.36 - and 145 of those came in one 
visit to the crease. 

One man Essex have signed is Sajid 
Mahmood, who played eight Tests for 
England but who was released by 
Lancashire last summer. 

Mahmood only played three 
Championship games for the Red 
Rose county in 2012, while veteran 
spinner Gary Keedy, who has joined 
Surrey after being released, only 
appeared in four. 

Keedy, 38, had been at Old Trafford 
since the mid-1990s, taking over 650 
first class wickets. 

Leicestershire, who have never seri¬ 
ously challenged for promotion in 
recent years, have signed Irish t20 
World Cup player Niall O’Brien. 

Wicket-keeper/batsman O’Brien, 
who started his career at Kent, had 
been playing at Northants since 2007. 

Last season he was included in the 
county’s first six Championship 
games, but never feattured again.

BACKING FOR BEMERTON

FAWLEY AFC boss Colin Lane 
tipped Bemerton Heath Harlequins 
to become Sydenhams League 
champions before the start of the 
season - and sees no reason to 
change his mind. 

The Oilers lost 4-3 at Bemerton’s 
Western Way headquarters last 
Saturday and might even have snatched 
a draw. 

But, hand on heart, Lane says it would 
have been extremely harsh on the 
Harlequins to have missed out on a full 
quota of points. 

“I tipped Bemerton to win the league - 
and I’m sticking with that one!” he said. 

“We missed an open goal at the end, so 
it could have been 4-4, but Bemerton 
deserved the win. 

“Although we scored three against 
them, they’re quite solid at the back - 
and they’re scoring goals. 

“Their movement up front is very good 
and it wasn’t until afterwards that I 
realised Jack Slade had scored a 
hat-trick for them. 

“If I’m honest, they’re the first 
team to have opened us right 
up.” 

Lane has no real interest in 
who wins the league, preferring 
to focus all his attention on steer¬ 
ing mid-table Fawley to the highest 
possible height. 

But, having faced most of the big guns, 
he so far rates Bemerton and 
Moneyfields as the pick of the crop and 
would like to see Ian Chalk’s Harlequins 
go a step further than the runners-up 
spot they have achieved for the past two 
seasons. 

“We’ve still got Downton to play 
(today) and Blackfield & Langley, who 
were my outside bet,” said Lane. 

“But, at the moment, the best team 
we’ve played is either Bemerton and 
Moneyfields. 

“We drew 1-1 with Christchurch and 
against Moneyfields we lost 2-0, but we 
held out for 78 minutes and missed two 
one-on-ones before they scored. 

“I don’t really care who wins the 
league because I’m only concerned with 
what we do, but if I had to choose I’d pre¬ 
fer Bemerton to win it because they’re 
well organised and disciplined and 
they’ve been runners-up for a few years 
now.” 

Having fallen behind to a Danny Young 


goal, Fawley hit straight back through 
Leighton Speechley-Price, pictured. 

But with hat-trick man Jack Slade run¬ 
ning riot, they found themselves 3-1 
down at half-time and conceded again 
early in the second half. 

To their credit, though, the Oilers 
clawed their way back into the contest 
through Matt Vining and Steve Hall 
before squandering a good chance late 
on. 

“It’s the first time since we lost 7-4 at 
Hamworthy that I can criticise our 
defending,” said Lane. 

“It’s disappointing to have conceded 
four, but fair play to the lads for the way 
they battled back from 4-1 down.” 

For Bemerton, victory extended their 
unbeaten run to 11 games across all com¬ 
petitions. It lifted them level on points 
with second-placed Christchurch who 
they are due to visit on Tuesday 
(December 4, 7.45pm). 

Harlequins boss Chalk agreed with 
Lane’s assessment that Bemerton were 
worthy winners. 

Along with scoring a hat-trick, 
the unstoppable Slade also hit the 
woodwork with two headers. 

“The scoreline made it look like 
a close games, but it was all us for 
80 minutes,” said Chalk. 

“Fawley had only lost one in 
seven before this game, but we 
could have had double figures. 

“It was the Jack Slade show after he 
had got his first one.” 

Fawley’s week deteriorated on 
Wednesday when they well beaten 4-2 at 
home by Fareham Town. 

For the second evening game running, 
kick-off at Long Lane was delayed due to 
faulty floodlights and the Oilers lost 
first-choice keeper Joe Prodomo to a 
back injury in the warm-up. 

Prodomo’s replacement Steve Moss 
was beaten by Liam Robinson and Louis 
Martin as Fareham led 2-0 at half-time. 
Leighton Speechley-Price pulled one 
back but then missed a penalty with his 
side 3-1 down. Tommy Winzar and 
Graham Lindsey stretched Town’s lead 
before Rob Flooks replied late on.

Lane won’t back down over squad rotation 


AARON Cousens’ decision to part 
company with Fawley AFC has come 
as a major disappointment to manag¬ 
er Colin Lane. 

Despite making six Wessex starts 
and three substitute appearances for 
the Oilers, the recently signed for¬ 
ward decided to move on because he 
wasn’t seeing enough of the action. 

“Aaron’s not been with us long and 
he was playing, but he’s left because 
he wasn’t getting a game every 
week,” said Lane. 

“He was with me at AFC Totton 
reserves and was with Hedge End 


Rangers before that. 

“I had a chat with him and 
explained that it’s a squad game and 
I’m disappointed that he’s gone.” 

Lane, though, will not back down 
on the issue of squad rotation. 

“When you’re playing three games 
in eight days, you’ve got to rotate a 
bit, I’m adamant about that,” he said. 

“If you stick with the same players, 
they’re weary by the time the third 
game comes around. 

“Aaron found squad rotation frus¬ 
trating, but I’ve spoken to a couple of

But, predictably, the job is getting 
tougher as the season progresses. 

“We’ve picked up a few knocks and 
we’ve got three players who are one 
game away from suspension,” he 
said. 

“I’m down to 17 or 18 players to 
choose from at the moment, but I’m 


not too worried about that because 
we’ve got two or three good players 
in the reserves.” 

The Oilers now have three players 
battling long-term injury. Manager’s 
son Nick Lane (broken hand) and tal¬ 
ented midfielder Lewis Ross (ankle 
ligaments) are sidelined until after 
Christmas. 

And the same now goes for ex-AFC 
Totton and Sholing striker Darren 
Morris who went over on his ankle 
against Moneyfields and will be out 
for a couple of months with ligament 
damage.

It was difficult not to have 
been impressed by Paul 
Webber’s chestnut at the 
Surrey circuit as he routed a 
fair field by upwards of five 
lengths. 

That victory backed up the 
favourable impression creat¬ 
ed at Wincanton on his hur¬ 
dling debut at Worcester in 
October, when he finished 
second behind the Paul 
Nicholls-trained Wilton 
Milan. 

Dunlough Bay, a former 
Irish point-to-pointer, is not 
yet quite the finished article, 
so Webber will be keen to 
carry on the good work in 
this two-and-a-half examina¬ 
tion. 

Although he is saddled with 
top weight, the six-year-old 
gelding is seemingly sharply 
on the upgrade, especially if 
the ground is not too 
demanding. 

Glenwood Present can cash 
in on the hastily arranged 
decision to stage a ‘jumpers’ 
bumper’ card at Kempton. 

With a rash of recent aban¬ 
donments compounded by a 
frosty forecast, the British 
Horseracing Authority acted 
on Wednesday by unveiling 
an all-weather Flat meeting 
for National Hunt horses. 

Trainer Bob Buckler will 
have been more pleased 
about this than most as it 
represents a fair opportunity 
for Glenwood Present in the 


32Red Casino “Jumpers 
Bumper” National Hunt Flat 
Race. 

The five-year-old chestnut 
may have been pulled up on 
his hurdling debut here in 
October, but Buckler must 
have seen something on the 
gallops to risk him in the 
Champion Bumper on his 
penultimate start. 

Glenwood Present was also 
pulled up at the Cheltenham 
Festival, but it was his run 
before that which gives him a 
squeak back in Sunbury. 

The winning Irish pointer 
was revitalised in a tongue- 
tie and kept up an honest gal¬ 
lop to finish third behind 
Tetlami and Hard To 
Swallow, who were both con¬ 
sidered good enough to con¬ 
test novice events at last 
year’s Festival. 

This does not look anything 
like the calibre of that hot 
affair, so a simple replication 
would give him every chance 
of getting his career back on 
track. 

Golanova could earlier 
hold the key to the 32Red 
Casino Maiden Open 
National Hunt Flat Race. 

The Gary Moore-trained 
four-year-old hinted at abili¬ 
ty on his debut in a Sandown 
bumper a couple of weeks 
ago when he finished fourth 
behind Wychwoods Brook, 
who looks decent. 

Moore’s representative 
unsurprisingly grew a little 
weary at the finish, but he 
made up enough ground 
three furlongs from home to 
suggest he might grown in 
stature with a run under his 
belt. 

The Hollinwell has proven 


rather adept in these sort of 
races, and gets the nod in the 
32RedBet.com “Jumpers" 
Bumper” National Hunt Flat 
Race. 

Ferdy Murphy’s nine-year- 
old finished runner-up in the 
Rehearsal Chase last 
November, but can never 
quite be relied upon to show 
a consistent level of form. 

That is not the case in these 
sort of races, though, as he 
has has won two Southwell 
heats from as many starts on 
the all-weather. 

Murphy had The Hollinwell 
entered in four races on this 
card, so he clearly must have 
thought long and hard before 
giving him the go-ahead for 
this weak-looking assign¬ 
ment. 

Border Phoenix looks an 
interesting runner in the 
Malcolm Hopkinson 

Memorial Novices’ Hurdle at 
Carlisle. 

The Sandy Forster-trained 
five-year-old’s efforts in an 
Ayr bumper on November 2 
did not go unnoticed by 
many, and gave a firm indi¬ 
cation he could be quite a 
nice hurdling prospect. 

There is an excellent card 
at Fairyhouse, with Voler 
La Vedette fancied to banish 
bad memories of her Navan 
seasonal debut by winning 
back-to-back renewals of the 
Irish Bar One Racing 
Hatton's Grace Hurdle. 

The seriously exciting 
Champagne Fever can con¬ 
tinue his ascent in the Bar 
One Racing Royal Bond 
Novice Hurdle, while 
Dedigout is the shout in the 
Bar One Racing Drinmore 
Novice Chase.
